To qualify, the person must have 
been a New Hampshire resident for at least five consecutive years, 
own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is 
owned by such person’s spouse, they must have been married for at 
least five consecutive years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a 
net income of not more than $18,500 or, if married, a combined net 
income of not more than $26,500; and own assets not in excess of 
$50,000, excluding the value of the person’s residence.

SELECTMEN'S REPORT - 2003 


The financials in the Town Report have a new look this year due 
to the introduction of the Quickbooks® software package to our 
accounting system. In order to streamline the bookkeeping, we 
have added general ledger account numbers to our budget 
statements and re-grouped some of the expenses you have 
become accustomed to seeing. The learning curve on the 
software has been steep but we believe that now we have worked 
through that for 2003 we will benefit from considerable 
efficiencies. You will note that our computer-related expenses 
ran over budget. This was due to higher training costs than we 
anticipated. 


It is not news that we completed our first revaluation in over ten 
years last year. While we have had questions asked and some 
complaints about individual assessments, there have been no 
abatements filed as a result of the revaluation. This leads us to 
believe that AVITAR succeeded in providing an equitable 
valuation throughout the town. 


While most of us saw our valuations increase, our tax rate 
showed a nice decrease, from $27.07, which was reduced by over 
$4.00 by a $100,000 infusion from the unreserved fund balance, 
to $18.32. We withdrew nothing from the unreserved fund 
balance rate reduction last year, but we are receiving pressure 
from the DRA to draw down our hefty balance. Consequently, we 
are recommending that we fund our entire capital improvements 
budget of $121,000 from the unreserved fund balance. This is 
about twice the amount we ordinarily budget for capital projects, 
but the healthy fund balance offers this opportunity to continue 
with our road program and to build a proper sand shed without 
an impact on our tax rate. 


This year the State Department of Revenue Administration (DRA) 
will be auditing our compliance to State property tax guidelines. 
Since we have a fresh valuation, at 100% of value, we expect to be 
found substantially in compliance. Hereafter, we will be required 
to revalue the entire town every five years. Beginning next year 
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TOWN OF DUMMER, NH 


we will be conducting a four year cycle of revaluing one-fourth of 
the properties annually, providing a new and complete 
revaluation in five years. This system will also help us in making 
adjustments along the way so that we do not drift too far from 
equitable and full valuation. 


Meanwhile, we are considering the possibility of terminating our 
contract with Pontook Hydro for a payment in lieu of taxes 
(PILOT) in favor of a conventional taxation relationship. Pontook’s 
primary customer, US Generating, has filed for reorganization 
under Chapter 11, putting Pontook Hydro’s $0.052/kwh rate, 
and our proportionate share, at risk. Town Council opinion is 
that the PILOT contract was invalidated when the Pontook facility 
first changed hands. Preliminary assessment of the value of the 
facility will be in the order of $10 million. Historically, payments 
have averaged about what a $9 million facility might have paid. 


Donald Bacon did most of the capital road work on his own last 
year. A major item was the replacement of the large culvert at 
Bickford Brook on the Plain Road. He re-profiled the road to 
eliminate the major part of a dip which had existed there for years 
and installed new guardrails. Pike Industries did come and pave 
that short piece when he was done. The rest of his work was 
focused on ditching, re-graveling and grading the Witham Road 
and the Blake Road beyond the Hawkins Road corner. 


Last year we reported on our application for a stormwater 
management permit from the US Environmental Protection 
Agency. As it happened, we spent $2,000 on filing the application 
only to have it rejected due to EPA failure to recognize our 
category of operation. We now find ourselves in a “Catch-22” 
position in which we may be out of compliance with the EPA 
regulation because the EPA itself cannot agree on how to 
categorize our small operation. We have filed a request with the 
EPA for a written determination that the Town is not required to 
hold the stormwater permit. We have had no response to date. 


We have a serious and long-standing issue with the Paris Road. 
There is a 200 foot stretch which is under constant threat of 
catastrophic erosion by Phillips Brook. We made major repairs 
two years ago, only to have them fail. This winter the road flooded 
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TOWN OF DUMMER, NH 


in December and the ice build-up threatens to create another 
flood and likely washout in the spring. We have consulted 
professional engineers, who want in excess of $30,000 simply to 
provide a design and obtain a NHDES permit. The cost to 
actually conduct the work could run from $50,000 to $150,000. 
Last fall we applied for a grant to have the engineering portion 
done but the application was denied. What makes this problem 
even more exasperating is that it is far removed from all of the 
rest of our roads and serves just five land owners, including 
International Paper Company. In 2004 we will be considering our 
options for solving this problem, including making it a class VI 
road. 


Last May we hosted a Community Profiles Project facilitated with 
the help of the NH Cooperative Extension Service. On that 
weekend, several interested community members spent an 
evening and a day identifying assets and issues in town and 
developing plans to build on _ those items identified. 
Unfortunately, after a brief flurry of activity, interest in the project 
seems to have waned. 


Warrant article 13 calls for the Town to address the future of the 
West Dummer Bridge. With a brand new bridge on the Paris 
Road in Stark and a State-maintained highway bridge in West 
Milan, we recommend a vote in favor of the article to allow the 
bridge to decline to eventual abandonment. For several years we 
have been funding a capital reserve for its repair. While it will 
remain safe to use on a gradually declining basis for several years 
to come, we cannot predict how long that will be. If we are to 
maintain that bridge, it makes sense for us to initiate repairs 
before it has deteriorated to a point of reduced cost-effectiveness. 
In 2001 we obtained a NH DOT preliminary estimate of $800,000 
for replacing the bridge. In the fall HE Bergeron Engineers 
provided us with a preliminary repair estimate of $250,000. In 
either case, the Town share would be 20%, or $160,000 or 
$50,000. Our bridge capital reserve fund now has $41,692.12. If 
article 13 passes, the discontinuation of the fund will reduce our 
taxes in 2004. 
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Rather than put the roadside trash collection contract out to bid, 
our Board once again negotiated a new, single-year contract with 
Milan Container. They requested an increase equal to the cost of 
living index, which calculated to a $456 increase, or 2%. Their 
service remains excellent and we felt it would serve us well to not 
risk an unknown contractor by going out to bid. On the AVRRDD 
side, we are pleased to note that our budgeted share of that 
operation, including tipping fees, has diminished slightly. 


We have made no adjustment to wages this year, but our budget 
reflects a request on the part of the planning board members for a 
stipend of $100 per member and $125 for the chair. 


As always, we need interested citizens to volunteer for important 
posts in Town government. The ZBA and _ Conservation 
Commission are looking for members. Please take some time to 
help your town operate as well as it can. Furthermore, when 
someone resigns from a position, please be sure to write the 
resignation to the Town Clerk so that we can maintain our 
records. Contact your Board of Selectmen. We meet Monday 
evenings from 7:00 to 9:00.

2003 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


The AVRRDD 2003 Budget apportionment for our member 
municipalities totaled $706,130. A surplus of $299, 130from the 
2002 budget was used to reduce apportionments with a net 
budget of $407,000 being billed to the member municipalities. 
The proportionate share of the credit for the Town of Dummer 
was $2,498, reducing your gross apportionment of $10,405 to 
$7,907. Preliminary reconciliation of the 2003 budget shows a 
surplus of approximately $288,290 being available to credit 
toward 2004 apportionments. 


Our Materials Recycling Facility marketed a total of 2,258 tons of 
recyclables for the period January 1, 2003 through December 31, 
2003, representing $95,715 of marketing income to the District. 
In addition to the marketing revenue derived from the recyclables, 
there is also an avoided cost of disposal at the landfill., Our 
avoided cost for 2003 totals $151,286 (2,258 tons x $67 per ton). 


For calendar year 2003, our Transfer Station received 2,902 
deliveries from District residents for a total of 805.7 tons of bulky 
waste and construction and demolition debris. In addition, our 
140 commercial accounts delivered 984.18 tons of bulky waste 
and construction and demolition debris and 149.15 tons of wood. 
Recycling at the Transfer Station consisted of 1,116.65 tons of 
wood that was processed through a grinder, 330.4 tons of scrap 
metal and 248.89 tons of brush which w chipped with the 
District-owned chipper. In addition, 457  refrigerators/air 
conditioners; 583 propane tanks; 5,243 tires and 17,914 feet of 
fluorescent bulbs were received. Transfer Station income from all 
sources totaled $59,233. The Recycling Center and Transfer 
Station are operated, under contract with the District, by FERCO 
Recycling, Inc. of Berlin. 


As a result of the Mt. Carberry Landfill acquisition, an additional 
member of the clerical staff was needed. Joanne Caron of Milan 
was hired as a full chare bookkeeper in February. Joanne joins 
Melinda Enman who is our Administrative Assistan. 
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Election of officers was held at the District Annual Meeting in 
April 2003: Raymond Chagnon of Berlin was re-elected District 
Chairman; Clara Grover of Errol was re-elected Vice Chairman 
and Earl Wadsworth of Dummer was re-elected Secretary- 
Treasurer. Other District Representatives are: Yves Zornio of 
Gorham, David Tomlinson of Randolph, Linda Cushman of 
Jefferson, Bernham “Bing” Judd for the Coos County 
Unincorporated Towns, Jeremiah Lamson of Northumberland, 
George Bennett of Stark and Richard Lamontagne of Milan. 


In June, the District conducted its twelfth annual Household 
Hazardous Waste Collection Day. The collection was held at the 
District Transfer Station with 305 households participating. The 
project was funded through the District Household Hazardous 
Waste Reserve Fund along with a grant from the State of New 
Hampshire which was reimbursed to the District at twenty cents 
($.20) per capita. The next Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day will be held Saturday, June 5, 2004 at th3 District 
Transfer Station. 


2003 marked the first fill year of operations for the AVRRDD-Mt. 
Carberry Landfill. The landfill, operated under contract with the 
District by Cianbro Corp., had a very successful first year. No 
assessment was made to the District municipalities for Mt. 
Carberry operations, with income raised through landfill tipping 
fees covering operating expenses. Any landfill funds remaining at 
the end of the year will be held in reserve, by the District, to pay 
for Mt. Carberry operating and capital expenses.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and the State of 
New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate to 
reduce the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To helpu us 
assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY 
outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory for all outside 
burning unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and 
surrounding area) is completely covered with snow. Violations of 
the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the Stae of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail, in addition to the cost of suppressing the 
fire.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL ANNUAL REPORT 2002 


It has been another busy year at North Country Council. We 
continued to complete a number of local and regional projects for 
all of our 51 communities throughout the region. Summaries of 
some of the major projects are as follow: 


Transportation 

e Completed over 200 traffic counts during the spring, summer 
and early fall. 

e Completed the TIP process and sent a report to NHDOT with 
our region’s priorities. 

e Coordinated the Transportation Enhancement process 
including a work session with the committee, project refview 
based on et criteria, presentations by applicants, and a final 
review and prioritization and final reporto to NHDOT. 

e Began the updating of the regional transportation plan. 

e Coordination of meetings with NHDOT on process of the Ten 
Year Plan. 

e Attendance and participation at the GACIT meetings 
throughout the North Country. 

e Assisted Community Planner with the update to two master 
plans’ Transportation Sections. 

e Provided technical transportation assistance to the majority of 
the communities in our region. 

e Coordinated the North Country Transportation Committee. 

Economic Development 

e Successfully received $1.5 million from EDA for the Mount 
Washington valley Technology Village. 

e Coordinated the North Country’ District Economic 
Development Committee 

e Successfully extended the EDA District to include all of 
Grafton county 

e Successfully completed a $2.6 million EDA application for the 
Dartmouth Regional Technology Village in Lebanon, currently 
hiring an engineer for the project. 

e The DECS Committee also undertook a major re-write of the 
CEDS document and held seven public meetings in order to 
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educate the public about EDA and to gather input to 
economic issues in the region. 

e Wrote 34 grants, for a total of $7,020,505 for the region in 
order to assist local communities. Of these grant applications 
$4,567,830 have been funded and $1,469,000 is till pending. 

e Applied for funding to assist with a telecommunications 
feasibility study, one of the major issues raised at the public 
advisory meetings in the spring. 

Community/ Regional Planning 

e Provided technical assistance to 20 towns through the region. 

e Participated in the updating of 7 master plans and zoning 
ordinances for member communities. 

e Coordinated the Law Lecture Series for the NH Municipal 
Association. 

Environmental Planning 

e Provided technical assistance to over 25 communities in the 
area of solid waste and hazardous waste management. 

e Coordinated the Household Hazardous Waste collections for 
23 communities. 

e Conducted solid waste and transfer station evaluations for two 
community transfer stations. 

e Conducted an ongoing fluorescent light collection program. 

e Conducted two electronic equipment collections. 

e Provided technical assistance in the National Flood Insurance 
Program throughout the region. 


Many of these programs will continue into the year 2004. Major 
programs for the year 2004 will be completion of our Regional 
Transportation Plan, the development of a feasibility study for a 
Regional Hazardous Waste collection site and the continued 
assistance to all of our coummunities in grant wyniting, 
community planning and other community planning needs. 


Our overall goal, however, remains the same: to provide support 
and leadership to the region, its governments, businesses and 
citizens.

The Androscoggin Valley Mental Health & Developmental Services 
Advisory Council respectfully requests that the Town of Dummer 
continue its support of this agency through an appropriation in the 
amount of $309.00 at the 2004 Town Meeting.

Tri-County Community Action is requesting $875 (level funding 
from last year) in funding this year from the Town of Dummer to 
help support its Community Contact Program.

From the Office of the Superintendent 


To the Citizens of Gorham, 


I would like to begin by thanking all of you for giving me the opportunity to work with your school 
district. My job as Interim Superintendent has been both the most demanding and rewarding job I have 
ever held. In the short time that I have been here, we have been faced with a number of challenging 
issues. Working with your very dedicated School Board, we have managed to successfully face these 
challenges and solve problems in creative and resourceful ways. 


During this period of transition, I have tried to restore a positive working relationship between Town Hall 
and the School Department. I was welcomed warmly by Town Manager Bill Jackson, the Selectmen, and 
the Town Hall staff. We have worked together to share resources, collaborate in planning, and work 
together to solve problems that have affected either department. Working with Bill and his staff, I believe 
we are now operating as one town, trying to do the best we can for all of our citizens. 


This new spirit of cooperation was very evident in addressing the structural deficiencies of the 
Middle/Senior High School roofs. After investigating the extent of the problem, the School Board acted 
quickly and efficiently to correct the problems. With the cooperation of the Town Manager, Selectmen, 
and Budget Committee, the necessary funds were made available and repairs began in early December. 
They were completed by January 5" of this year. In a span of approximately 90 days, the School Board 
determined the extent of the problem, developed a plan, obtained funding, and fixed the problem. 
Certainly a remarkable accomplishment. 


Work has also begun on the development and refinement of K — 12 curricula. A consultant has been 
working with the principals and curriculum coordinators system-wide since November. They have been 
analyzing our current curricula, comparing them to the State Frameworks, and aligning skills and 
concepts by grade level. When the project is completed, we will have well developed curricula, clearly 
articulated from one grade to the next, with common expectations for the students at each grade level. 


In this year’s proposed budget and warrant articles, you will see some requests to enhance our educational 
program, as well as plan for the future. With the addition of a 9" grade Math/Science teacher, we will 
have the opportunity to make our first AP offering in Biology. We also seek your support for a new three 
year Teachers’ Contract. This contract is a credit to the teaching staff, who recognize the Town’s 
difficulties with the escalating costs of health insurance, and have agreed to increase their individual 
contributions. Finally, you will see an article that seeks to purchase two pieces of property adjacent to the 
Middle/High School. With the addition of this land, future decisions regarding a new or renovated school 
at the Main Street site will have the added advantage of more property to work with. 


The children of Gorham are fortunate to have such a committed and professional group of administrators, 
teachers, and staff working with them. The quality of their educational experience shows not only on 
State tests, but in the plays, concerts, and athletic teams that add so much to the Gorham educational 
experience. The quality of their work and performances is a true reflection of a staff dedicated to their 
students. 


I have thoroughly enjoyed my time here in “God’s Country”, and thank all of those who have welcomed 
me so warmly into your community. The town of Gorham is a wonderful place to live and work.

Article 2. To choose an auditor for a two (2) year term. This position is vacant at this 
time. 


Article 3. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and officers heretofore chosen and pass 
any vote relating thereto. There were no reports to be given. 


Article 4. To set the salaries of the school board. school district treasurer, auditors, truant 
officer, census taker, and moderator as listed: 


School board Chair $ 125.00 
School Board (2) 125.00 each 
Treasurer 100.00 
Clerk 20.00 
Moderator 20.00 
Auditor (2) 30.00 each 
Truant Officer 20.00 
Census Taker 50.00 


A motion was made by Joane Belleau and seconded by Sarah Cordwell to set the salaries 
as listed above. This article was.so voted. 


Article 5. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $494,818.00 
for the support of schools, for the payment of salaries for school district officers and 
agents, and for the payment of the statutory obligations of the District, said sum to be in 
addition to sums authorized by vote of the District on preceding articles in this warrant. A 
motion was made by Diane Labbe and seconded to raise the sum of $494,818.00.This 
article was so voted. 


Article 6. To see if the District will vote to discontinue the Facilities Capital Reserve 
Fund created June 21, 1999. Said funds, with accumulated interest to date of withdrawal. 
are to be transferred to the school district’s general fund. (Majority vote required.) A 
motion was made be Regena Elliott and seconded by Joane Belleau to transfer the 
Facilities Capital Reserve Fund and accumulated interest to date of withdrawal to the 
school district’s general fund. This article was so voted. 
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Article 7. To see if the District will vote to create an expendable trust fund under the 
provisions of RSA 198:20-c, to be known as the Tuition Expendable Trust Fund, for the 
purpose of paying the tuition costs of resident students not anticipated in the preparation 
of the budget. Furthermore, to name the School Board as agents to expend from this trust 
as needed. and to raise and appropriate the sum of $28,000.00 toward this purpose, and 
authorize the transfer of that amount from the year end undesignated fund balance 
(surplus) available on July 1 of this year. (Majority vote required) Amotion was made by 
Joane Belleau and seconded by Diane Labbe to accept this article as read. This article 
was so voted. 


Article 8. Whereas NH School Districts face ever tightening budgets; and Whereas NH 
School Districts are finding it increasingly difficult to raise and appropriate sufficient 
dollars on the local level to provide their students a quality education; and Whereas 
newly enacted and existing federal mandates have placed an undue and heavy financial 
burden on local school district budgets: Be it Therefore Resolved: that the voters of the 
District vigorously oppose any and all unfunded and under-funded federal educational 
mandates, including but not limited to, those contained in the recently enacted NO Child 
Left Behind Law as well as those mandates historically unfunded within the 
IDEA/Special Education Laws. A motion was made by Joane Belleau and seconded by 
Regena Elliott to accept this Resolution as read. This Resolution was voted unanimously. 


Article 9. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 

At this time Mary Guay was thanked for her service on the School Board. Joanne made a 
motion to adjourn at 6:25 P.M. seconded by Regena Elliott.
